Why Must They Be 


If conditions in the neighborhood of a 
certain dance hall on the south side are 
as appalling as residents of that district 
say they are, why should the police have 
to wait for instructions from the city 
council’s bylaws committee to take action? 

According to the complaints, and 
there is no reason to doubt the good faith 
and sincerity in which they are made, 
drunkenness, the accosting of women and 
obscene displays are common in this area. 

Citizens say they protest to the police 
and a few arrests are made. But the objec- 
tionable behavior continues.

Dr. Little should be given the money 
and the authority to go ahead and do it.

power of the commons. 

It is very easy for an elective chamber .

It is easy, too, for a federal administra- 
tion to seize too much authority for itself, 
as the Canadian cabinet has done upon 
occasion, when that authority is derived 
from a single legislative chamber. 

New Zealand is taking a very dangerous 
course. And there is no reason for Canada 
to seize too avidly upon the prec edent.

Uniform Tax Rate 
Brings Injustices 


The City of Edmonton has 
adopted a policy of imposing a 
uniform tax rate upon most 
properties. The old system of a 
reduced mill rate for areas which 
are not normally served with 
public services has been 
abolished. 

One can easily support the idea 
that tax rates should not differ, 
But as matters stand today, this 
plan is unfair to thousand of 
residences. 

Take two families, one living 
in Forest Heights and the other 
in Garneau, In one case there is 
a paved road, sidewalks, a bus- 
stop within a few feet, street 
lights, water, sewer and gas. In 
the other case there may be a 
dirt road, but no sidewalk, no 
water, no sewer, no bus within 
blocks, no mail delivery, no ex- 
press delivery, Yet those two 
homes are taxed at exactly the 
same mill rate. 

It is true that there is a differ- 
ent assessed value and many of 
the local improvements are sub- 
ject to added local-improvement 
taxes. But there still is a tre- 
mendous discrepancy, fhecause 
taxes paid by that Forest Heights 
home are being used in part to 
operate services that do not serve 
Forest Heights, but do assist other 
areas, 


Equal Taxes, 


Unequal Service 


There are other areas along 
the North, South, East and West 


fringes of the city. In those 
areas lots have been sold and 
homes built. Those residents, 


in the days when they received a 
tax concession, could not expect 
to receive the same service as 
residents who paid the full rate. 

But now that the concession is 
gone, they properly feel that they 
are entitled to secure local im- 


provements, including utilities, 
and they naturally resent the 


city’s failure to provide them, and 
who wouldn't? 


To make matters worse, these 


areas are subject to special re- 
strictions, In some cases they 
are prohibited from building a 
home unless they own a group 
of lots—a minimum of eight for 
example. 

When you pay a mill rate that 
is about half the normal rate, you 
cannot object to a requirement 
that there should be more land 
with each home. But when you 
are paying the full tax rate, {t is 
hardly fair to require you to own 
eight times as much property as 
is needed in the serviced sections 
of the city. 

With such a requirement, tt Is 
difficult to sell property because 
many people refuse to buy in 
such a restricted area. Yet why 
should owners in certain sections 
of the city be able to buy and 
sell single lots and obtain build- 
ing permits, while others paying 
the same tax rate are prevented 
from doing so because of these 
discriminatory regulations? 


It can be said that permits are 
often held up when utilities are 
not available, but when those 
utilities are not available solely 
because the city will not install 
them, what right is there to say, 
in effect, “we won't give you 
utilities and because we won't 
permit you to build except upon 
eight or more lots and pay taxes 
on all those lots at the full city 
rate.” 

What right has the city to 
charge full taxes and at the same 
time retain restrictive caveats or 
enforce restrictive building regu- 
lations? There is no equality in 
that. All taxpayers in the same 
class should*have the same rights. 
If there is to be a difference in 
rights, there should be a differ- 
ence jn tax. 

Commencing with a very laud- 
able idea of providing untform- 
ity in the city tax system, the 
change, under existing conditions 
has worked a gross injustice upon: 
many of the families who can 
least mesist it.
